YUKON BILL BEJEGTKD 



Mackenzie & Mann Contract Fails 
to Receive the Endorsation 
of the Senate. 



Two Liberals Deserted Their Parly 
and Two Conservatives Record- 
ed for the Measure. 



Hon. David Mills Made Supplemen- 
tary Offer ana Uttered Warning 
Without Effect. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, March 30.— The Senate hy nil 
overwhelming majority 1ms rejected the 
Yukon railway bill ami the government 
must set about securing u new Yukon 
transportation policy. The scene in the 
upper house to-night will long be re- 
membered. The galleries were crowded, 
while the space beyond the bar was 
taken up by members of the Commons, 
who were there in full force, as the 
lower house had adjourned early. 

Hon. David Mills closed the debate 
and certainly made tho best present- 
ment of the government's case heard in 
either house. He said that if the gov- 
ernment bill were accepted the govern- 
ment were prepared to build a wagon 
road from some Pacific Coast point, and 
if the country were developed to con- 
tinue the railway through to the coast. 
He affirmed that Mackenzie & Mann 
have spent half a million in arranging 
for the construction of the line. In 
conclusion he warned the Senate of the 
tremendous responsibility which would 
rest on it if the bill were rejected. 

The warning however, hud no effect, 
the six mouths' hoist being carried by 52 
to 14. a majority much larger than ex- 
pected. Only one Conservative voted 
with the government, hut Sir Frank 
Smith was paired for the bill. Two 
Liberals, O'Donoghue and Boulton vot- 
ed against the government. There was 
no excitement when the resnl! was an- 
nounced, The proceedings being conduct- 
ed with dignity. 

It is expected that an announcement 
of the ministerial policy will be made in 
both houses to-morrow. 



THE "GLOBE'S" CONTENTION. 

What Will Happen in the Yukon Unless 
Mackenzie & Mann Build that 
Railway. 

Toronto, March 30.— The Globe this 
morning devotes over three pages to 
special matter in connection with the 
Yukon bill in the way of cartoons anil 
ether illustrations, editorials and arti- 
cles, some in large type, one each from 
Montreal, Winnipeg, Victoria and other 
places, giving interviews with leading 
merchants on the course being pursued 
by the senate. ThOe interviews on the 
whole are naturally in strong condem- 
nation of the senate, hut there are sev- 
eral Montreaiera especially who speak 
in opposition to the hill. The Toronto 
men interviewed are practically unani- 
mous in condemnation of the course of 
the senate and advocating the construc- 
tion of the railway. 

Commenting on the probable defeat of 
the hill in the senate, the Olobe says: 

"It means that the older Canada must 
pav tens of thousands of dollars of cash 
out of the public treasury to create some 
satisfactory menus of communication 
with the Yukon. It means that hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars more than 
would be necessary under the policy of 
the government must hi- spent in polic- 
ing, in preserving order, in getting in 
supplies, and in the general administra- 
tion of the affairs of the Klondike. It 
means that for the present, through dir- 
Hculty of access and other causes which 
the government by this bargain aimed to 

i« ve. Canada must pay probably half 

a million dollars a year in running and 
holding the Yukon district. 

"It means probably a great: loss of life 
among thousands now rushing into the 
Yukon over the present dangerous routes 
and passes. It means that neither the 
churches nor medical and charitable or- 
ganizations tan do their humane work 
effectively in that country. 

"It means that next fall the tens of 
thousands in that country will he out off 



from any adequate means of relief, that 
famine and death may ravage and de- 
cimate, that one of the most tragic stor- 
ies in' the history of human civilization 
may be written on the ice ami snow of 
that far-off: country; and that the 'results 
may deal a blow to Canada from which 
we may not recover in a generation. 

"It means that the British Hag will 
le imperilled anil Canadian authority 
set at defiance by the sniggling multi- 
tude of alien miners in that region ami 
inaccessible land." 



"WAR AT ANY PRICE." 

Continental Opinion That That is What 
the United States Seeks— 
Madrid is for Peace. 

New York, March 30.— A dispatch 
to the World from Brussels says: M. 
Ginux, former minister of finance and 
an illustrious authority on international 
law, takes a graver view of the Spanish 
situation than heretofore. He says: 
"The absence of participation by the 
Spanish government in the destruction of 
the Maine in nowise relieves them of 
responsibility if the disaster is traced to 
a Spanish subject., but it does reduce 
the question to one of mere damage, 
which can easily he settled by arbitra- 
tion. The real danger lies in the inten- 
tion of the United States to send finan- 
cial assistance to the Cubans. No state 
could honorably allow such interfer- 
ence tinder the cloak of humanitarian 
motives which do not exist. Coder the 
rules of warfare by which Spain is deal- 
ing with the insurgents, to render them 
any assistance, financial or otherwise, 
constitutes a casus belli." Count Gob- 
let added: "The universal opinion here 
is that. America wants war at any price. 
The present action of the American peo- 
ple is merely a pretext to force the hand 
of the president." 

Madrid, March ltd. — The general tenor 
of the press today foreshadowed peace, 
La I'niz (Republican).- referring to the 
conference between United States Min- 
ister Woodford and the Spanish minis 
tern, sees therein that the United States 
is "gaining time and awaiting the rainy 
season to take Spain at a disadvantage 
in Cuba." La Pais! also expresses the 
belief that the Spanish government is 
prepared to make no further concesions 
to the United States, as it fears the up- 
shot "may mean the loss of Cuba, money 
and dignity." 

The Imparcial opens a long article by 
exclaiming: "There is patriotism! That 
is what is heard everywhere in connct- 
tioll with the generous offers arriving 
I'rmn all the provinces. It is a national 
spirit like this which accomplishes what 
riches cannot. The great mass of the 
people," the Imparcial adds, "will res- 
in ml to the call to lend help to the do- 
fnco and integrity of the fatherland, in 
which are wrapped up the honor and dig- 
nity of the nation. With the sums col- 
lected and collecting by subscriptions in 
Havana by theatrical performances, the 
government at Madrid ought to say to 
the government at Washington that 
Spain is it: no need of charity from an- 
other state, thus constituting the most 
humiliating intervention." 

Now York, March .°.0.— A dispatch to 
too World from Madrid says: 

A Liberal statesman says: "Undoubt- 
edly many Spaniards would be glad to 
get rid of Cuba by sale, but no states- 
man or party would dare .tit the present 
to incur national displeasure by suggest- 
ing it. In the same May we could not 
accept the idea of an armistice or have 
any official negotiations direct with the 
insurgents, as has been suggested by 
American diplomacy. Wo all feel that 
wo are drifting hopelessly into war with 
America, but that .after all, is the best 
way out of tho crisis honorably for the 
monarchy, dynasty, nation and govern- 
ment. After the struggle is over, if 
vanquished in a fair fight, we might 
then listen to suggestions which we can- 
not think of entertaining now. We have 
rei.lly reached the extreme limit of con- 
i essions."

BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY. 

Sir Charles Dilko (lives Notice of a 
Motion Bearing on Lord Salis- 
bury's Conduct of Affairs. 

London, March lit).— Sir ('has. Dilko. 
Itadical, gave notice in the House id' 
Commons today of a notice to the effect 
that the conduct of foreign affairs dur- 
ing the past twelve months has shown 
that it is not in the interest of the coun- 
try to have the premiership and the for- 
eign secretaryship combined in one per- 
son; and asked the government to lix a 
day to debate the motion, 

Mr. A. .1. Balfour, the government 
leader, who is acting secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, replied that the gov- 
ernment could not do so. as the discus- 
sion would resolve itself into a direct at- 
tack upon the conduct of foreign affairs, 
and he explained that if this was desir- 
ed it would be more convenient ill the 
form of ti vote of censure. However, 
continued Mr. Balfour, there would be 
a discussion of the foreign policy, but 
only informal and inconclusive, owing 
to the absence of papers on the Far 
Kastern question. When the latter were 
submitted he expected a fuller discus- 
sion. 

Sir Charles Dilkc retorted that he 
hoped the discussion of the whole for- 
eign policy and not merely the question 
of China would follow. To this Mr. 
Balfour answered that if the government, 
received a request for such a discussion 
he would arrange a date for it. The 
house then adjourned.

Washington, March 30.— The vital 
point in the Cuban situation, namely, 
independence, has shifted from Wash- 
ington to Madrid, where the government 
is now giving grave and earnest con- 
sideration to propositions presented by 
the government of the United States. 
On the answer to these propositions pro- 
bably depends the future course id' the 
relations between Spain and the United 
States. It is believed that it is a .ques- 
tion of exceedingly short time before 
the crisis must come. The Spanish 
ministry will hold a cabinet council to- 
morrow after the propositions have been 
submitted to (he Queen ' Hogont and 
after that conference, it is expected by 
the ndmiiy'strntioii. a definite answer 
to the proposals will be received. 

The propositions submitted by thin 
country contemplate a complete and im- 
mediate cessation of hostilities in Cuba, 
Hie return of the reconcentrados to thein 
usual vocation and the independence of 
Cuba, this last feature to be secured on 
an indemnity basis by which the island 
would pay a substantial sum for its 
freedom from .Spanish rule. These pro-r 
positions lake a wide scope and there 
are many details in the alternative pro- 
positions, the purpose being to present ii 
plan promising a solution of the Cuban 
question so long as Cuban independence 
is embodied in the final result. 

It has been made perfectly clear that, 
nothing less than. a close, of the. war and 
the independence' of the island will suf- 
fice as an adequate settlement. Such 
lesser methods as have been ' contem- 
plated from time, to time to are now put 
aside for these more advanced and posi- 
tive positions. It is now for Spain to 
accept or reject, these tenders. There ist 
no disposition to urge one rather than 
another so long as the conclusion ulti- 
mately reached brings the termination 
of the war and Cuban independence. 

Never before until now has the Span- 
ish government even 'for a moment en- 
tertained such a proposition! Now, in 
stress of the present emergency, witb 
declarations of war introduced in the? 
American Congress, Spain has reluct- 
antly consented to consider them. 

Washington, March 30.— A wild and 
uproarious scene occurred in the House 
of Representative's when Mr. Bailey, 
tho Democrat lender, attempted to force 
the hands of the Bepublieans upon :i 
proposition to override the speaker and 
puss a resolution recognizing the inde- 
pendence of the Cuban republic. He 
was cheered on by the crowded 'galleries 
but he members of the mnority refused 
to support him. Many of them sympath- 
ized with the purpose, but most of the 
radicals who were in favor of any sort 
of revolutionary measure had been won 
over by the policy of sticking to the 
party organization and refusing to do 
anything unless the initiative came from 
their side. They were rallied by two 
of- the ' leading advocates of armed in- 
tervention and the speaker himself, for 
the chair made an indirect appeal to his 
party associates to stand firm, at the 
same time intimating that if their impa- 
tience was curbed a little longer they 
would have the opportunity they cov- 
eted. 

When the vide was taken only two 
Republicans, Messrs. Addison and Bob- 
ins, of Pennsylvania, broke from the 
party lines. About a dozen more silt 
still in their seats and refused to vote. 
The scene throughout was most dra- 
matic and the immense crowd of spec- 
tators in the galleries were wrought up 
to a high pitch of excitement. Several 
times later in the day during the naval 
hill discussion whenever the Cuban mat- 
ter was broached, the members surged 
about the speaker and the galleries 
cheered. 

In the senate permission was granted 
for the foreign relations committee to 
sit during the session id' the senate. 
Following this action the resolution pro- 
viding for the recognition of the inde- 
pendence ol Cuba, introduced yesterday 
by Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, was at the- 
request of Mr. Fry. of Maine, referred 
to the foreign relations committee with- 
out debate. Beyond these two points 
no reference was made by the scant to 
the Cuban question. 

Many Bepublieans went to the White 
House to-day and conferred with the 
President. expressing their hope that, 
something might be promised whhdi 
would relieve the strained situation. The 
assurance of the President was given to 
those members that by Friday night at 
the latest something definite could be 
expected. 

The foreign relations committee held 
an afternoon session at which Cant.

Spanish and United States navies. This 
proved only incidental to the main sub- 
ject under discussion, which was the 
value of the island of St. Thomas or 
some other point in the West Indies for 
a naval station. 

The situation at the capital is one of 
expectancy. Senators and representa- 
tives are willing to give the President 
a chance to carry out his plans but there 
is impatience to have sonic information 
regarding those plans anil some assur- 
ances that they will not delay action too 
long. 

It was stated today in a high diplo- 
matic quarter that the Spanish govern- 
ment has addressed a note to the great 
powers of Europe fully setting forth 
the grave aspect of the controversy with 
the United States, and suggesting that 
the time was now opportune for Europ- 
int'uenee to lie exerted. it is said that 
that this note led to the utterance of 
Premier Mnnotaux in the French cham- 
ber of deputies last Saturday, and has 
been the cause of the activity at: Euro- 
pean capitals within the last few days 
in connection with Spanish- American 
affairs. 

Madrid, March 30.— A cabinet council 
was held today to consider the American 
proposals. Another will be held tomor- 
row at noon presided over by the queen 
regent, and at 4 o'clock tomorrow there 
will be a final conference with V. S. 
Minister Woodford. The proposition to 
which Spain will answer covers two 
points only, and its publication will be a 
can influence to be exerted.

Ottawa, March 24.— Few (puestions 
have come before parliament in recent 
years which have cm oeil so much in- 
terest, not to say feeling, national feel- 
in'.', as the application of D. C. Corbin, 
of Spokane, Wash., for a railway char- 
ter to the Boundary Creek district of 
H. C. from the American side. The 
lobby which the promoters of the mil 
have put up has been a tremendous one. 
Mr. Corbin lias been here fur weeks, as 
well as his counsel, Mr. Bodwell, of Vic- 
toria. Then they had Duncan Loss, of 
the Boundary Creek Times, to fix the 
newspapers, and the admirable manner 
in which lie has done his work is shown 
by the favorable expressions of opinion 
from the leading Grit newspapers in 
Toronto, Montreal and other cities. On- 
ly within the past week or two has the 
C. 1'. It., which would be vitally affect- 
ed I)}' the road if it were built, awak- 
ened to a realization or the tremendous 
issue at stake. The lobby the big trans- 
continental road has instituted has been 
very effective during the past few dnys. 
It may safely be asserted that bad 
the vote been taken the lirst day the bill 
was under consideration it would have 
been favorable to .Mr. Corbin. Had the 
toff been taken today without doubt 
the bill would have been thrown out. 
The promoters and oponents of the road 
were thick in the runway committee 
room this morning. There was, more- 
over, a tremendous gathering of mem- 
bers, the committee room being packed 
to suffocation. Sir William Van Home 
was present but said nothing. He allow- 
ed the talking to be done today by his 

associate, Vice-President Shaugl ssy. 

This was a wise change. It is not 
This was a wise change. It is not sav- 
ilur anything derogatory to Sir William 
when it is stated that his forte does not 
lie in addressing public audiences, Mr. 
Sliauglinessy will niaue a good member 
of parliament when he gets tired of rail- 
way work. .Mr. Bodwell labored for 
over an hour to demonstrate that the 
Corbin road would not injure Canadian 
trade, but that, on the contrary, it 
would benefit Canada. In fifteen' min- 
utes .Mr. Shaughnessy knocked Mr. Bod- 
well's argument into a cocked hat. and 
the case fur Canadian trade for the 
coast cities was gained. 

Al the very outset of the proceedings 
Chairman Sutherland read a telegram 
he had received from the Board of Trade 
of Trail protesting against the granting 
of the charter. Mr, Bostock and Mr. 
Blair submitted contrary views from 
Greenwood, Midway, Grand Forks and 
other small towns in the Kootenav dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Clarke Wallace asked the gov- 
ernment for an expression of its opinion. 

Mr. Blair somewhat testily replied 
that no gentleman had the right to call 
upon the government to declare its opin- 
ion on this bill. If a question of public 
policy were involved then tiie govern- 
ment would give its views. 

Mr. Wall.' sai.l Mr. Blair's reply

Mr. Foster interpreted Mr. Blair's 
statement to mean that the committee 
Clllld go as it pleased.

Mr. .Mclnnes, M.F.. then got the floor, 
and first of all read the resolution pass- 
ed by the British Columbia legislature 
yesterday against the granting of this 
charter. Proceeding, he said that in 
British Columbia public opinion, outside 
of the few small towns in the immediate 
district, was emphatically against the 
chartering of this line. He quoted sta- 
tistics to show that American lines ami 
American cities were doing all the trade 
in this section. For instance, the total 
imports in the Kootenay country two 
years ago, on which customs dutv was 
paid, amounted to $:507,O0O. Last, year 
the value of imported goods was $1,53!),- 
1101), showing that this trade was in the 
bands of the- United Stales. Conse- 
ipiently it would be seen what a great 
advantage would be given to America n 
cities were this line chartered. Last 
year .Mr. Blair visited Spokane and had 
himself admitted that that city had been 
built up largely through its trade with 
Southern British Columbia. 

Mr. Wallace asked if the British ( 
lumliia legislature did not grant a bon 
i" the Nelson & Fort Shcppnrd railway, 
a 1 running from the Slates into Can- 
ada oil exactly the same footing as this 
would be. 

Ml'. Mclnnes admitted that a laud bo- 
nus was received by the Nelson & Fort 
Shoppnrd but nothing taught like ex- 
perience. They now realized that the 
land grant to Corbin was endangering 
Canadian trade. The people of British 
Columbia had had one dose, and they 
did not want another. (Laughter.) Tin 
construction of Ibis line would not giv< 

any gun rant if low rales. The only 

way in which rales could be controlled 
was by the provision which the govern- 
ment had inserted in the Crow's Nest 
bill. The people of British Columbia 
wauled a line from this district to the 
coast cities and they heartily sympa- 
thized wilh the V. V. .V E. railway, 
which would give them that accommo- 
dation. The government claimed that 
the Yukon railway bill would protect the 
trade of Canada, the government should 
therefore carry out the same principle 
with regard to this measure and keep 
Canadian trade for our own cities. 

Mr. Maclean said that then were coast 
cities on the blast as well as on the 
West.

Tlio much discussed question or an ex- 
liort duty on ore lias been brought to 
tin? front again by Hon. Mr. Blair's re- 
iii arks in regard to Mr. Corbin's railway. 
\\Y think it is to lie regretted that the 
minister did not take the country more 
fully into the confidence of the govern- 
ment and tell tile committee jnst what 
of Canada that they should be smelted 
sentiments of the greater part of the 
people of this province when we say that 
ns the consruetion of the Crow's Nest 
Tass railway will supply the Kootenay 
with cheap fuel it is time that stc^s 
wore taken to prevent ore from being 
.•■.on! out of the country for treatment. 
We have not seen any g 1 reason ad- 
vanced why, after the fuel quest ion is 
settled, ores cannot bo treated as 
cheaply and advantageously in this pro- 
vince as anywhere else. Certainly it 
will be vastly to the iidvantngc not only 
of British Columbia, lint of the whole 
of Canada that they should be smelted 
here. 

While holding this view we find our- 
selves utterly unable to assent to the 
proposition laid down by Mr. Blair in 
regard to the new Corbin line. His po- 
sition seems completely inconsistent 
with his attitude in regard to the Crow's 
Nest. I'ass railway und irrceoncileablc 
with tlio views publicly expressed by 
him when he was out on the Coast. 
Then he was eager, no one could be 
more so, to see that the trade of Soiith- 
vrn Hritish Columbia was not diverted 
by United Slates roads to United States 
eities. .Now he advocates what will be 
a serious disadvantage to commercial 
and agricultural centres in this province 
and also he highly prejudicial to the 
general interests of Canadian trade.

The Stikine river, at 
the mouth of which Wrangel is located, 
is common property by treaty for the use 
of both the i' nited Slates and Canada, 
ami goods are transhipped in bond from 
ocean lo river steamers, tints avoiding 
all duty complications. In the winter 
parties go up the Stikine river on the 
ice, but ut tins time, owing to the early 
spring, it is neither summer ndr winter, 
.-■ml the i<e is loo soft for travel, if I 
were going, as I anticipate doing later in 
the season, I should wail until the river 
opens in the hitter pnrt of April ami go 
to Vancouver, thence to Wrangel, and up 
the Stikine river by steamer 1511 miles to 
Telegraph Creek. There is then an over- 
land stretch of 1.'15 miles lo the head of 
Teslill lake. That this is not a very 
difficult overland trip is shown by the 
IVct that it has been selected by the Can- 
adian government for a railroad, and 
they have given a grant of land for a 
road which is lo be in operation by Sep- 
tember 1.

THE THOMPSON CASE. 

The correspondence in regard to the 
drowning of Thomas .I. Thompson, a 
fisherman, has been submitted to the 
legislature, anil the Columbian, which 
called very vigorously for the returns 
and stated in the broadest terms that 
there had been a gross neglect of -duty 
on the part of the Attorney-General, 
discusses the matter again We have 
read carefully what our contemporary 
has to say, and can only characterize it 
as a perfunctory effort to bolster up a 
charge, which it now realizes should 
never hnve been made. The returns 
show that a very full investigation into 
the death of the unfortunate mail took 
place ami that neither the Department 
of Marine and Fisheries nor that of the 
Attorney-General though I the case culled 
for action against the master of the It. 
I'. Kithet, which was the steamer re- 
sponsible for the unfortunate accident. 
The Columbian says that the case being 
summed up amounts to this, that there 
being a doubt as to I he responsibility of 
the captain of the steamer, he received 
the benefit of it. Most people will think 
this only in accordance witli the priti- 
< iples of Hritish justice, bill the corres- 
pondence shows that there was hardly 
11 scintilla of evidence to implicate any 
one on the strainer and this being the 
case, it would have been a monstrous 
thing to have put the captain of the 
steamer in a felon's dock in order to es- 
tablish a principle. The witty french- 
man wlio said that Admiral Byng was 
shot by the Hritish government "pour 
encourager les iintrcs" has an imitator 
in the Westminster paper. 

Our contemporary complains that the 
Attorney-General has thrown upon the 
friends of the deceased the responsibility 
which he should have assumed himself. 
We do not so understand his language. 
What he said was that the reports of 
the police did not justify him in institut- 
ing criminal proceedings, but, he added, 
"the above conclusion is not binding 
upon the friends of the deceased for, if 
they desire, it. is open to them to lay ami 
prosecute an information for man- 
slaughter." This is a clear invitation 
to any one who thought that the deci- 
sion of the department was a mistaken 
one, to come forward and set the ma- 
chinery of tlio law in motion. There 
was no finality about the Attorney- 
General's decision. He did not loci; the 
door of thi' courts against any one who 
might think his opinion an erroneous 
one. He could not do so if he wished, 
for the law gives the Attorney-General 
no control over the courts. Any one 
who believed the official decision unwar- 
ranted could have laid an information 
and it would thereupon have become the 
duty of the Attorney-General to prose- 
cute the same to a verdict. The At- 
torney-General says in effect: This de- 
partment does not think an information 
for manslaughter ought to be laid 
against the captain of the Uithet, but: if 
any one else does, the courts are open to 
him and this department will take 
charge of the prosecution. No one seems 
to have? thought the case one that war- 
ranted 11 prosecution and so nothing was 
done. 

It is remarkable, also, if tile friends of 
the deceased thought the steamer cap- 
tain was responsible for his death, thai 
they did not bring an action for dam- 
ages against the owners of the vessel, 
prove the responsibility ami recover 
damages. They did not have to ask the 
permission of any one to dp this, and the 
fact thai they did not take such a 
course shows that they themselves ac- 
quiesced in the conclusion of the At- 
torney-* lenernl. 

We yield to no one in insisting that 
(be navigators of steamers shall exercise 
the most rigid rare lo avoid endangering 
the lives of fishermen; but we cannot 
agree that an innocent man oughl to be 
subjected to a criminal prosecution in 
order that this duty on tin? part of cap- 
tains may be impressed upon, their 
minds, ami we do not think thai any one 
rise except the Columbian, will say he 
ought to be. Under normal conditions 
our contemporary would be the last in 
ask that anything of the kind should be 
done; bill conditions are noi normal 
with it. Its views on nil subjects are 
distorted by political disappointment 
and il expresses opinions which other- 
wise it would not harbor. An illustra- 
tion is its insinuation thai Hie captain 
of the strainer would have been prose- 
cuted, if il were not that the govern- 
ment wished lo favor the ( '. 1'. N. 
Company. We think a remark like this 
is unworthy of a newspaper printed in a 
province where I he laws have evergjiecn 
impartially administered. 



LIFE HELD TOO CHEAPLY. 

On Sunday afternoon n man shot .■in- 
other dead in the street in ihc presence 
of a crowd of theatre-goers. This was 
in Seattle. If the statement made by 
the murderer was true, and the mur- 
dered mail was guilty of the crimes 
against morality laid lo his charge, most 
parents will find it difficult to say that 
the scoundrel did mil inert his just de- 
serts. There are offences which the law- 
does not touch, and for the miscreant, 
who deliberately sets himself to work to 
destroy young girls, there is perhaps no 
other means of punishment than lo leave 
him to the vengeance of 11 justly enraged 
father. Two girls out of 11 family of 
three had haul their future blasted by the 
dead man and the third uas being led 
astray. Vrt the law calls the killing 
murder, although il will probably In- 
very difficull 10 find a jury in Seattle 
that will bring in a verdict of guilty of 
any crime whatever. 

We do nut wish to be understood as 
reflecting upon the lone of public opinion 
in Seattle and elsewhere in the Stale of 
Washington, when we say thai human 
life is held altogether too cheaply there, 
and men feel at liberty to avenge their 
wrongs, by the dentil of those who in- 
jure them, to a degree Hint is tolerated 
nowhere else in civilized communities, 
unless it be in some other [mils of the

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United States. II is not very long ago 
that a white man. who was drinking with 
a negro, said something which caused 
the latter to use nil opprobrious epithet, 
whereupon the white man shot him 
dead, saying that he would not allow 
no negro to call him by the name 
ll»:cd. lie was acquitted. There 
was a case a few years ago in Olynipin, 
where a man hid behind a fence ami 
rested his rille upon the rail, taking care- 
ful sight upon a man who was approach- 
ing with an axe over his shoulder, lie 
called out to tile latter not to come any 
closer, ami his order not being heeded, 
shot him dead. The jury refused to liml 
a verdict of guilty of murder, on the 
ground that the dead man ought, to have 
stopped, although the murderer was 
known to have been an extremely blood- 
thirsty person and to have left home for 
the express purpose of shooting the 
ether. In view of such instances as 
these in an otherwise orderly community, 
no one will be surprised that in places 
like Skagway men do not hesitate to 
take the law into their own hands. 

Let no one suppose that the majority 
of the people in the stale of Washington 
do not regard murder with as much ab- 
horrence us any of us do in this country. 
They would denounce the wilful taking 
of life as strenuously as we would. The 
great evil is that the press and the 
courts have combined to place human 
life 011 too low a plane, and this is due 
ohictly to the system under which judges 
tire chosen and the desire of the news- 
papers to exploit everything for com- 
mercial purposes, The consequence is 
that even right thinking people become 
hardened, and when a terrible crime ap- 
pals them they dismiss it promptly from 
consideration, because familiarity with 
such things has bred in them a feeling 
that it is useless to say anything. Many 
of them think there is really nothing to 
be said. People who have always lived 
where the law is administered by Brit- 
ish judges and British juries can have 
no conception of the helplessness which 
the better classes feel over the malad- 
ministration of criminal law in the com- 
munities referred to. 

There would be no reason to refer to 
this ma tier now if there were not a 
chnnee to point a moral for our own peo- 
ple. The moral is that we should in Cuil- 
nda rigidly adhere to the good old Brit- 
ish rules which regard human life as sac- 
red and insist that those who take il 
wilfully shall he punished as felons.. 
And there is another point to be made, 
ni ly that the employment of euphem- 
isms in describing crimes and criminals 
is a serious error. Thieves are referred 
to in the Coast papers of tin- United 
Stales as lareenists, light-fingered gen- 
try khights of the jimmy, as anything in 
short except as thieves. The word mur- 
derer is very seldom applied to a crim- 
inal. He becomes a gun-wiehler, the 
reckless man anything, in short, except 
what he is. Criminals are written up. 
Ingenious newspaper men make them 
very interest in;.' personages. The staph' 
news of the day relates to crime. This 
mental pabulum dulls the public sense 
of right, and has led to such a condition 
of things thai men are sho| down in 
the streets ami no one pays tile penalty 
of 1 he la w.

Mr. Cotton States iu Detail What 
the Opposition Have Against 
the Government. 



The Provincial Secretary' Heard in 
Keply— Budget Debate not yet 
Concluded. 



The 
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VICTORIA AND AUSTRALASIA. 

To the Editor:— -The people in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand are unable to 
obtain accurate and reliable information 
bout British Columbia or the Klondike. 
That is the tale which every new arrival 
brings from the Antipodes. As far as 
Victoria is concerned nobody ever hears 
of such u city, while Vancouver is be- 
coming well known as the terminus of 
the Canadian-Australian steamship line. 
It was in 1803 that this line was inaug- 
urated the Canadian government agree- 
ing to pay the company the sum of $125,- 
00(1 per annum, and the government of 
New South Wales $50,000 per annum, 
as subsidies. The monthly service con- 
tracted for has of necessity been hut 
imperfectly performed by two steamers, 
and the steamer Aorangi has lately been 
added, the three boats now calling at 
New Zealand, the government of that 
colony having within the past two 
months voted a subsidy to this line. 

Notwithstanding that the C.P.R. Co. 
has, in conjunction with Huddurd 
Parker, been doing all they can to popu- 
larize this route, the fact remains that 
i-thlrda of the mails, passengers ami 
freight comes across the Pacific not to 
British Columbia, but to San Francisco. 
The Australian-American line has been 
running between San Francisco and the 
Australasian colonies for the last quar- 
ter of a century, and the Americans are 
far ahead of the Canadians in the mat- 
ter of pushing business and cultivating 
trade relations with other countries. 

Thus it can Easily be understood how- 
most of the trade goes to the Slates 
instead of coming here. The Americans 
send their travellers out to the colonies 
establish agencies in all the principal 
cities. Men have recently been sent out 
there with a view of securing the Klon- 
dike outfitting and transportation trade 
for San Francisco. Some one should be 
sent out from here to correct the false 
statements those men are circulating. 

Bureaus of information established in 
Sydney and Wellington would be self- 
supporting, for thousands would gladly 
pay a small fee for information of a 
trustworthy nature re British Columbia 
and the Yukon gold fields. If some one 
specially lilted for the business were sent 
out from Victoria to open an agency in 
the two above-named cities, it would 
mean thousands of dollars into the poc- 
kets of your merchants and transporta- 
tion companies. The cost would be a 
mere bagatelle, while the benefit would 
be continuous when once a reciprocal 
commercial relationship had been set go- 
ing. Now is the time to seize the oppor- 
tunity. The Board of .Trade might per- 
haps' give the matter a careful consid- 
eration and not allow this city with its 

great advantages to r tin handicapped 

through Vancouver on the one baud and 
San Francisco on the other.

Within 
the past few years the revival of mining 
had stimulated the other industries of 
the province ami in 1888 there was a 
similar revival owing to the impetus 
given by the building of the C.P.B., so 
that the conditions in both years were 
very similar. For 188!) the estimates 
or revenue were $001,000 and this year 
81,453,000. The finance minister ten 
\ears ago in presenting his estimates 
"had haul that he would lay such a foun- 
dation for prosperity by the expenditure 
that it would firing about a lightening 
of taxation. The finance minister's pre- 
dictions of ten years ago were falsified 
by results. Insend of the people being 
less taxed they hud to pay more. Tor the 
taxation ten years ago was only 2<> per 
cent, of the revenue and this year it wus 
30.0 per cent, and in fact they would 
have to tax the people 3}) per cent, of 
the revenue to enable the services to be 
l-.ept up that were now paid by the muni- 
cipalities instead of by the province 
The revenue in 1888-9 was $001,000 and 
this year is estimated at $1,453,000, an 
increase id' $141.70 per cent. Whereas 
the expeudituie in INNS-!) was $789,000 
is had now grown to $1,995,000 or an 
increase of 152 per cent., which showed 
that the expenditure had increased faster 
than the revenue. In 1887, when the 
present finance minister assumed office 
the debt of th<> province was $l.i4.LOO0 
and now was $0,590,000. or an increase 
in the ten years of 221 per cent. Ill 
the face of this the government could 
not pretend that the finances were in u 
prosperous condition. The ratio of the 
debt was to ratio of population as 11 
to 5 and the burden of debt with all 
the increase of population was heavier 
now than it was ten years ago. He had 
estimated the population for INS!) on 
the census of 1881 and the present popu- 
lation on the census of 1891.

Irving believed 
lh.it the government bad treated the 
country in a lair ami liberal manner, 
and lie was unite satisfied that they were 
actuated with the view id' doing justice 
lo all parts id' the province, lie added 
a word or two in reference to the 
friendly feeling that had recently de- 
veloped between the people of the Eui- 
ilire and those of the United States, anil 
hoped that before I be session was over 
that the legislature would give voice to 
lie sentiments that were felt by the 
whole Anglo-Saxon race, that the Union 
Jack and the star spangled banner 
might be entwined in an alliance of 
good feeling and brotherhood.

In fact 
it would he only a waste of hreiith to 
follow their worn out arguments, hut it 
would be far more profitable just lo 
give a few concise statements as to how 
the government hud administered the 
affairs of the country. He would go

van -SU»"r4, 145 and in 1S80-7 $2:il).47l, 
the increase in 180(5-7 being $814.ii7-l. 
Adding In this the increase of the per 
capita giant from the Dominion, $30,- 
488, the total revenue shows an increase 
in eleven years of $845,-12 or 45.15 per 
cent. That increase came about from 
the expenditure on public works and 
was a highly satisfactory showing for 
the government no one could deny. These 
were the plain tigures and facts. The 
total expenditure on public works from 
188(3 to 1800 was $4,824,709 and in 
1806-7 the total expenditure had been 
:$1,569,071, of which $519,1(54 had been 
on public works. TllCSU the expenditure 
not. including public works, was $1,049,- 
907, In the same year the revenue was 
#1,838,048, so that deducting the rev- 
enue from the expenditure exclusive of 
public works there remained a balance 
of $333,141 revenue which would have 
been quite sullieient had there been no 
extraordinary expenditure mi public 
works, to keep up the repairs on what 
jntblic works were then in existence. 
But as he hail already shown, this large 
expenditure on public works had en- 
abled the revenue to expand and it was. 
loo, at a very little increase of taxation, 
as he could prove. 
Calculating the population of the prov- 

ii. ee in 18S9 at 00,000, the taxationw as 
cuiy $2.20 per capita, and in 1N!>7, with 
a population of- 100,000, per capita, 
a idight increase, but that .slight increase 
was to enable money to be borrowed to lie 
UmmI in public works and so become re- 
lvmuoralive. It must not be forgotten 
that this large sum for public works m- 
•Wedod the parliament buildings. Within 
the last ten years the country had passed 
through a terrible world-wide financial 
crisis, anil it was a wise course for the 
guverninenl to have invested a large 
sum in public works during that time of 
depression to help the people tide over 
l,hc trouble. The « isijom of this 
i.'urse had been pvuven by results, fel- 
ine old-time prosperity had now set in 
again, and the people were able to avail 
t< emselves of i.i. New as to the admin- 
istration during this time.

It had been sometimes said that the 
cost of education in this province was 
very extravagant and should be cut 
down, hut he would give a statement 
comparing it with other countries to 
show that this was not the case. The 
cost of education per pupil mi avarage 
daily attendance for the school year 
1800 was: Rhode Island, $30.00; Massa- 
chusetts, $30.78; New York, *.".( 1.02; 
California, $31.51: Nevada, $38.90; 
Pennsylvania, $24.40; North Atlantic 
States, $27.17; Western States. $27.17. 
and British Columbia 1 1,897) only $22.08. 
This was a most favorable showing for 
British Columbia as compared with other 
countries. There was no normal school 
in this province, lnjt he had for several 
years past been anxious in gel one and 
hoped to have such an institution pro- 
vided for next session— as he was sure 
the government would be returned to 
power again. When the province had 
a normal school the provincial school 
system would be equal In that of any 
country. The cost of education here, he 
pointed out, was increased by the large 
urea of the province and iis scattered 
population.

The government 
sid.e of the house must feel pity for the 
leader of the opposition with his follow- 
ers of divided views. Mr. Forster wan- 
ed single tax. the middle member for 
Vancouver wanted to deprive the lead- 
er of the opposition of his only China- 
man; Mr. Cotton wanted state owner- 
ship of railways, the Liberal platform 
mi one side and the Conservative mem- 
bers on the other side wore pulling at 
him and so when he utitnds in the field 
of battle and sees the serried ranks nf 
the government marching to victory he 
will with dismay cry, "Carter Cotton, 
where are my legions'.'"

and camped on the lecfloo, whore tliey 
spent 48 hours, nearly every man being 
frost bitten and most of tb"iu scverly. 

The Ice broke up the first night and n 
large party of men were plunged Into t lie 
water. All escaped with their lives, bin 
their misery was greatly Increased by this 
misfortune. The second nlgbt twelve men 
went Insane, niiil I lie greutesl exertions on 
the pan of tho captain, with the olllcers, 
these unfortunates were kept under con- 
trol and employed in various tasks. Shel- 
ters were made under upturned boats for 
those who wore seriously froat-bltton, but 
many lives would have been lost If they 
hail not been rescued before the third 
night. During the forenoon of the I7ih 
the steamers Newfoundland and Walrus 
appeared and speedily transferred the 
castaways to their decks. When rescued 
many fainted of pure joy; others became 
crazed anil began fo rave. 

It Is feared that many must: lose their 
limbs. Arrangements ore now made to 
provide hospital accommodations for the 
survivors when tuey arrive here.

PARTIES IN SPAIN. 

(Black wood's Magazine.) 

The mass of the country people, the 
vast majority of the inhabitants of 
Spain, would never vote at all of their 
own free will. In the towns there are 
those who take, as far as writing and 
speaking go, u lively interest in polities, 
but with them it evaporates in words. 
Time was when there was two great 
governing forces at work in Spain— that 
two great mediaeval powers which a 
barbarous people can realize — the king 
and the church. To-day they are not de- 
stroyed, but divided against themselves, 
one against the other. 

The old royalist sentiment is split be- 
tween the ruling dynasty and the Cnrl- 
ists. The church sympathizes in it's 
heart with the lost cause. Therefore, 
it is kept at arm's length by the victor. 
It can intrigue, it can worry a Darwin- 
ian professor out of his chair, but it can 
nut govern. There is no governing class 
in Spain. The aristocracy destroyed its 
own power centuries ago. when it refused 
to pay taxes because it rendered mili- 
tary service, and allowed itself to be ex- 
truded from the cortes which met to vote 
the taxes. A strong ruling line might 
hove suplied the country with a vigor- 
ous despotism. But the air of Spain has 
been fatal to its dynasties. The IInps- 
lnirgs ended with a idiot. The Bourbons 
have sunk to cretinism.

A stroke of good business by the pro- 
vincial police yesterday has practically 
cleared up the mystery surrounding the 
disappearance of several bicycles a short 
time ago and will do much to ease the 
minds of all wheel owners in the city. 

At the time when the bicycles were be- 
ing stolen one alter another there was a 
suspicion aroused that they were being 
carried off the island. The police while 
diligently searching for some trace of 
the machines became suspicious of the 
crew of the Peruvian bark Japan which 
has been lying in the bay for some time 
past. A couple of officers went aboard 
the vessel about a week ago to make 
enquiries. They found only one person 
who could talk English and this indi- 
vidual's linguistic accomplishments fail- 
ed him as soon as he discovered who the 
visions were. The officers were unable 
to find any clue to the stolen wheels, 
but nevertheless their suspicions about 
the bark's crew were not dispelled. 

On Monday the cook on board the Ja- 
pan had a quarrel with tin? captain and 
the provincial authorities were asked to 
loci; him up on a charge of insubordin- 
ation. Special Constable Freeland made 
the arrest and it occurred to him while 
he liad the prisoner in his custody that 
it was a splendid opportuniy to find out 
something about the Peruvian sailors. 
The prisoner was quite willing to talk, 
but the constable couldn't understand 
i:or did he care to take an interpreter in- 
to his confidence just at that time. He 
obtained a picture of a bicycle and 
showed it to the prisoner whereupon the 
latter went through a series of gesticu- 
lations and facial expressions which 
were taken by the officer to mean that 
the bark had something to do with the 
lost wheels. He then sent for an in- 
terpreter and had matters made plain. 
A warrant to search the vessel was made 
out and Constable Ireland was detailed 
to execute it. Under a bunk occupied 
by a man who came with the bark as a 
passenger one of the stolen machines 
was found, while another was discovered 
among the possessions of the mate. 
Both wheels had been taken apart and 
carefully packed away, each different 
parcel of fixtures being labelled. The 
property was seized anil tin.' mate and 
passenger put under arrest. The two 
wheels were identified as belonging to 
Kenneth Macrae and Thos Bamford re- 
spectively. 

The prosoners both assert their inno- 
cence, claiming that they purchased the 
bicycles from some one whom they can- 
not now remember. They will come up 
for a preliminary hearing this after- 
noon. 

While searching the vessel for the bi- 
cycles Constable Ireland also discovered 
a quantity of glass and chinawa- 
which was stolen from the Dclmonico 
not long ago. 

A close watch will be kept on the 
vessel and her crew aud the police hope 
to be able shortly to recover all the 
wheels that have been stolen. After 
the arrest was made yesterday Mr. 
.Moody, who has lost two bicycles, was 
one of the first persons to call at the 
police office. He congratulated the po- 
lice on their capture, and said that he 
was just about as well satisfied as if 
his own property had been recovered. 
1 NSUBORDINATION CASE. 

The hearing of the charge of insubor- 
dination against the cook was conducted 
before Magistrate Macrae yesterday af- 
ternoon and the evidence revealed the 
fact that there was temptation among 
the crew to commit theft. One of the 
witnesses who was called for the prose- 
cution swore that since the arrival of 
the vessel in James Buy the crew had 
not had enough to eat. The men would 
go to the cook and the cook would refer 
them to the captain, who would send 
them back to the cook again. The crew 
naturally became dissatislied, and want- 
ed to understand who was responsible 
for the supply of their food. This 
brought the captain and the cook to- 
gether, and in the presence of the men 
the captain ordered the cook to produce' 
more food. The cook declined on the 
ground that he had no more to produce. 
The captain told him he was insolent 
and the cook replied that the captain 
was a thief and so was his mother. 
This was considered insubordination by 
the senior officer of the ship and under 
power which he has he secured the ar- 
rest of the rebel. The magistrate 
found the prisoner guilty, but was in- 
clined to deal leniently with him, pro- 
vided he would promise to go back to his 
ship when his sentence expired and be- 
have himself. The cook intimated that 
he would rather take the full limit of 
the law than be bound to go on board 
tin- ship again. He was sentenced to 
two weeks' imprisonment without hard 
lab/>r. He will be the principal witness 
for the prosecution in the bicycle steal- 
ing case to-day. 

The bark Japan arrived in James Bay 
(/ii February 13 without cargo and has 
been lying idle here ever since. There 
are eleven in the crew altogether and 
lione of them appear to be enjoying any 
too much prosperity. It is said that 
they are all behind in their wages.
